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1. GENERAL TEACHING HINTS 


D 


The Course 

The ENGLISH BY DEGREES course is especially designed for 
the age range of 6 + to 14 + but it can be profitably used also 
with pupils of 8 + or 9 + to 14 + age range. The course con- 
sists of a primer and five books at present, and each book is ac- 
companied by a teacher’s book and a workbook. Later, three 
more books will be added to the series. Four supplementary readers 
are also under preparation and these will form an integral part 
of the course. The entire course has been very carefully graded 
in respect of grammatical structure, vocabulary and content, the 
learning load in each book has been kept at the minimum and the 
principle of constant revision and repetition has been kept in 
view throughout the course. The Primer uses only about 50 
words and each of the next five books contains 120-200 new 
words and 40 teaching points, and in each of these books both 
grammatical structures and vocabulary items are repeated as often 
as possible. - In Books One to Three additional reading exercises 
are also provided in each lessor. The main characters in all the 
books are the same and the language material is woven round 
their life and activities in such a way that one grows and develops 
with the other automatically. 


The Method of Teaching 

It is neither pessible nor advisable to lay down a method for 
all teachers, but a few general principles which have been derived 
from a scientific study of the nature of language and the experi- 
ments carried out in the teaching and learning of new languages 
all over the world must be stressed : 

(a) Learning a new language is learning a new set of skills. ， 
The primary skills are those of listening and speaking. Reading · 
and writing are secondary skills and should follow, not precede, 
listening and speaking. This stresses the importance of oral tea- 
ching in the early stages. The golden rule for the teacher to 
follow is: Do not ask the pupils to read anything which they 
have not learnt to say, and do not ask them to write anything 
which they have not learnt to say and read. А reading lesson 
should not be introduced until the pupils have learnt to use in 
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‘Speech all the grammatical structures and words which it contains. 
Reading and writing should essentially aim at reinforcing what has 
been taught and learnt orally. 

(b) We learn a language’ by using it in appropriate situations. 

The learners are the pupils and they should use the new words 
and grammatical structures in appropriate situations as often as 
possible. The teacher’s main job, after he has presented the new 
language material, is to build appropriate situations for the pupils 
to use that material.” . 
9 (с) Frequent revision and repetition are very necessary to fix 
the new words and structures in the pupils’ minds. Learning in 
the early stages particularly should be carried to the limit of over- 
learning. It is only then that the new language material becomes 
automatic. " 

(d) . We do not teach a language by teaching about it. Using 
the language is the important thing, not the rules, definitions, etc. 

(e) Translation is not a method of teaching a language. It 
is an additional and a fairly advanced skill which can be acquired 


and practised when one has a good command of both the langu- 
ages. 


(f) Great damage, which is often irreparable, is done by letting Ў 


pupils form wrong language habits in the early stages. Every 
possible care should therefore be taken to guard against the pupils 
forming wrong habits of pronunciation, meaning, grammatica 
structure, spelling, etc. e 4 

(g) There is no one-to-one correspondence between. the 
sounds, words or grammatical structures of aily two languages. 
Each language is a separate system and should therefore be taught 
and learnt in its own right without reference to another system. 
Transcribing the sounds of English in a different script and giving 
the meaning of every English word in the pupil’s mother tongue 
are both unhealthy practices. Sometimes it is possible, even 
desirable, to give the equivalent of a word, phrase or formula in 
the mother tongue, but it should not become a regular practice. 

(h) Teaching becomes interesting and effective through a 
judicious use of the different teaching aids—objects, gestures, 
actions, pictures, the blackboard, gramophone records, etc., but 
none of these should be overused. Pupils learn a language by 
participating in the activities which belong to it, and so activity 
methods should always be encouraged. j 
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(i) In the first year of English it is generally useful to concen- 
trate mainly on oral teaching for some months, but in our situation 
it is also possible to introduce reading from the course book and 
writing almost simultaneously with oral teaching. This approach 
is, however, subject to what has been said in (a) above and is 
illustrated in the procedure which is followed in dealing with the 
different Teaching Units in these books. 

Brief teaching hints are given under each Teaching Unit in the 
following pages and a detailed plan for teaching one of these units 
is provided below as an illustration of the general approach : 

Teaching Unit 10 A

Step I. Presentation of the new unit in two or three meaningful 
situations by the teacher :

Lala points 
to himself and says, “Pm Lala.” B 
Step Ш. The pupils use the new unit in different situations with 
the teacher's help : 

[he teacher makes each pupil face his neighbour and use the 
new unit—'Pm Lala. You're Biru.” 

Step IV. Oral Composition 

(a) The teacher addresses Lala whose pen is on his desk and 
says, “Уоште Lala. That’s your pen. I’m Mr Lal. This is 
my bag.” 

The pupils then practise these sentences. The teacher helps 
them with gestures. The objects are changed to avoid monotony: 
Biru to Gopi: I’m Biru. This is my pencil. 

You're Gopi. Thats your book. 

(b) The teacher addresses Lala and says, “Ги Mr Lal. My 
name is Мг Lal. You’re Lala. Your name is Lala.” The pupils 
then say these sentences sometimes addressing the teacher and 
sometimes addressing their neighbours. 

(c) The teacher addresses Biru and says, “I’m Mr Lal. My 
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father is Мг Mewa Lal. You're Biru. Your father is Mr Rana.” 
Each pupil then practises the above sentences and tells the teacher 
the name of his father, mother, brother or sister. 

Step V. Reading : \ 

The teacher writes two sentences in printscript on the blackboard. 
He reads them first and then the pupils read them :

Step VI. ~ The pupils copy the above sentences in their notebooks. 
"Reading : 

In thé first year, the pupils should read from the blackboard 
sentences, phrases and words which they have learnt to use in 
speech. The teacher should write these sentences, phrases and 
words in printscript and help his pupils to read them. Аз far as 
possible, simple, illustrative pictures should be;drawn against 
them. Pupils should learn to read whole words, phrases and sen- 
tences without any reference to the names of the letters of the 
alphabet. The names of the letters of the alphabet can be taught 
later. Flash cards may also be used at this stage. Reading of a 
lesson from the course book should be done when the pupils havé 
learnt to use in speech all its Words, phrases and sentences and 
also to read them from the blackboard. Reading in the initial 
stages has to be oral, but silent reading shovld be started as early 
as possible. 

Writing 3 ` 


Pupils should, in the first instance, copy from the blackboard 
simple lines, both straight and curved, and then their combina- 
tions. When they have learnt to do so, they should copy short 
words, phrases and sentences. The use of pencil instead of 
pen and ink is suggested for the first two or three years, and the 
script to be used during this period should be printscript. Then 
cursive writing may follow. A scheme of graded writing exercises 
based on Book One is given towards the end of this book. The 
exercises in ENGLISH BY DEGREES workbooks will give addi- 


tional practice in writing and also reinforce what has been learnt 
through speaking and reading.

Pronunciation 
Pronunciation includes sounds, stress, rhythm “апі intonation, 


and adequate attention to all these four aspects is essential from the 
start. The teacher should be able to produce the English sounds 
correctly; he should know which syllable in a word and which 
words in a sentence or phrase are stressed; he should know the 
strong and weak forms; and he should also Бе able to say а sen-, 
tence—a statement, question, request or command—with the right 
intonation pattern. He should know the “points at which habits 
of the mother tongue interfere and take adequate precautions 
against such an interference. Children will learn pronunciation by 
imitation and therefore the teacher's pronunciation should be as 
perfect as possible. This cannot be achieved overnight. Con- 
stant effort is necessary.Wherever possible, he should listen care- 
fully to gramophone records and radio broadcasts in English and 
also learn to consult a pronouncing dictionary such as the English 
Pronouncing Dictionary by Daniel Jones or the Advanced Lear- 
ner's Dictionary of Current English by Hornby, Gatenby and 
Wakefield. o

A change in the intonation pattern produces а change in mean- 
ing—e.g. if we say the first example above with a rise at the end, 
we make it a question. Therefore, intonation is another way of 
expressing meaning. Pay great attention to it ! 


Rhymes 


1. The first book contains four simple rhymes. One rhyme 
should be taught about every two months. The first rhyme may 
be taught after about a month and a half of teaching. 

2. The pupils must learn each rhyme by heart. They must 
learn it orally from the teacher. Afterwards they may read it. 

3. The teacher should draw a copy of the picture of the rhyme 
on the board and tell the pupils in the mother tongue what it is 
about. Thenohe should recite the rhyme several times, pointing 
to the picture and performing the necessary actions. He should 
pay special attention to the rhythm and the intonation of each 
line, keeping equal intervals between the stresses. The pupils 
should listen to him. 

4. The pupils should then recite the rhyme with the teacher, 
preferably in small groups, and learn it by heart. They will learn 
each rhyme slowly, not necessarily in one lesson. That does not 
matter. They will learn bits of the rhyme at first, starting with 
the first words in the lines. Then, as the teacher says it, he may 
gradually leave out bigger and bigger bits, which the pupils will fill 
in. And they will finish by learning the whole rhyme. When 
they have learnt it, they may be asked to recite it, one by one, at 
normal conversational speed with the necessary gestures.
